PASSING OF RETIRED CAPT LARRY JOHNSON HITCHNER. DC. USN 


CAPT Larry Johnson Hitchner, DC, USN (Ret.), D.D.S. died peacefully, at home on October 12, 
2015, at the age of 72. He was a graduate of the University of Richmond (class of 1965), and 
Georgetown Dental School (class of 1969). 


A convert to the Catholic Faith, he was waked and a funeral Mass was celebrated at St. Margaret 
Mary Catholic Church in Winter Park, Florida. He was interred at Cape Canaveral National Cemetery 
in Mims, FI. 


He is survived by his loving wife of 46 years, Mary, and his three devoted children Hilary, Gretchen 
and Mark, his son-in-law, John DeLuca, daughter-in-law Aimee, and four precious grandchildren.
